“oe Legislative Battle Looms Over 
i The Secondary Boycott 
BY CLEM WHITAKER | 

Soon after the Siate Legislature reconvenes for the sec- 
ona half of its 1941 session on Monday, the gong will ring 
for the opening round of what promises to be a whale of a 
battle on the moot question of the secondary boyeott—one 
of the hottest labor issues now pending before the people of 
California! 

Farmers, fearful of crop tieups which might spell ruin to 
their industry, will come to Sacramento determined to out- 
law the secondary boycott, regardless of any pressure labor 
groups may bring to bear. 

Labor leaders, on the other hand, are determined ‘ to 

‘ maintain the advantage gained when the State Supreme 

: court upheld their right to use of the secondary boycott— 
and will bitterly oppose any attempt to abridge their pres- 
ent privilege. Labor, too, is fearful to have the issue sub- 
mitted to the voters, as it is not at all sure of the outcome, 
and will therefore throw all its shock troops into the battle 
in an effort to ‘kill the bill in the legislature. 

Regardless of the outcome in the legislature, however, 
the secondary boycott issue is almost certain to be laid in 
the laps of the voters at the 1942 general election. If the 
bill, introduced by Assemblymen Millington and Phillips, 
outlawing the secondary boycott, is enacted, labor will prob- 
ably take its courage in its hand and referendum the issue. 
And if the bill fails of enactment, farmers, with the back- 


ing of other employer groups, will undoubtedly submit the 















proposal to the people via initiative. 

‘As this issue is bound to be with us for some time, the 
question arises: Just what is a secondary boycott? 

In the Millington-Phillips bill it is defined as follows: 

‘“As used in this chapter, ‘secondary boycott’ means any 
. eombination or agreement to cease performing, or to cause 
any employee to cease performing any services for any em- 
ployer, or to cause any ‘loss or injury to such employer, or 
to his employees, for the purpose of inducing or compelling 
such employer to refrain from doing business with, or han- 
dling the products of another employer because of a dispute 
between the latter and his employeés or a labor organiza- 
tion’’. 

In blunt English, a person or firm not a party to a labor 
dispute may be made to suffer just as much under the pres- 
ent secondary boycott ruling as a person or firm directly 
involved. Labor needs only to declare any commodity ship- 
ped to the firm or individual with which it has a dispute 
“hot cargo’’ putting the innocent shipper right in the mid- 
dle. And that’s the reason for the battle!

As a result, America is acquiring a large and perma- 
nent corps of trained craftsmen, as invaluable to industry 
im its peace-time pursuits as in forging the weapons and 
machines of rearmament.

ANTHONY MEMORIAL 





Following ‘tong and careful 
consideration of the several of- 
fers received, the Susan B. An- 
thony Memorial Library Com- 
mittee of California, of which 
Mrs..Una R. Winter of Upland is 
director, has presented to the 
Los Angeles public library for 
preservation and use its large col- 
lection of information about the 
life and achievements of Miss 
Anthony. 


The board of library commis- 


sioners, under the presidency of 
Dr. R. B. von Kleinsmid,-has en- 
thusiastically accepted it and it 
will be on exhibit during the 
month of February. 

Due largely to the untiring ef- | 
forts of Mrs. Winter, the Susan 
B. Anthony Memorial library has 
been in the process of accumula- 
tion during the past six years; 
though it was only in 1939 that 
a definite committec was formed 
to build up a permanent collec- 
tion and gather in all information 
and material available. It now 
consists of approximately 1,000 
items, including books, pamphlets, 
photographs, 60 original letters 
by Miss Anthony and others, rem- 
iniscences, memorials, clippings, 
etc. 

It is the largest public coilec- 
tion of information about Miss 
Anthony west of Rochester, N.Y. 
It is probably the most complete 
in this country for it not only 
covers events up to her death, but 
includes a complete list of pub- 
lic memorials and honors to her 
since her death, along with a his- 
tory of each; something never at- 
tempted before. 

A * voluminous correspondence 
with scores of organizations and 
individuals, both public and pri- 
vate, the tracing of ail possibie 
sources of authentic information 
and many personal interviews 
were necessary in the collection 
of the library. 

Mrs. Winter also spent much 
time in classifying, filing and lab- 


eling the material, this work 
placing it in proper order for ex- 
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hibit and reference purposes in 
its repository library. Each file 
in the memorial library contains 
interesting material; books, pam- 
phlets, Miss Anthony’s letters, 
photographs and clippings, etc. 

' Several libraries, including the 
Huntington Memorial library and 
the Scripps college library, had 
sought the Anthony  collectioz:, 
but the Los Angeles public library 
offered the most appropriate fa- 
cilities and afforded the greatest 
availability to the public, in the 
opinion of the committee. 

The Anthony collection will be 
maintained under the auspices of 
the sociology department of the 
library where, under the terms of 
the contract, all precious, historic 
material will be used for exhibits 
only. : 

Each year the whole collection 
will go on exhibit’ during Miss 
Anthony’s birthday month, Feb- 
ruary; and exhibits of special fea- 
tures will be made during the 
year. 

The Anthony Memorial library 
committee, including Mrs. Win- 
ter of Upland, Marjorie R. Long- 
well of Beverly Hills, Sue Brobst 
of Los Angeles, Alice Park of 
Palo Alto, and Kittie B. Freed of 
Long Beach, will hold a reception 
in the lecture room of the Los 
Angeles library from 3 to 6 p.m. 
tomorrow, Feb. 15, which is Miss 
Anthony’s birthday. The me- 
morial library will be placed on 
exhibit for the first time. -

Ex-Mountaineer Tells | 
Remarkable Story 
To Club Women | 


The story of 5,000,000 | 
who have hedged themselves in 
behind walls of ignorance and il- | 
literacy, superstition and "| 
jon more formidable than are the | 
rugged mountains in which they | 
live, was told in vivid\manner by ; 
an ex-mountaineer, Donoho Hall, 
when he appeared as speaker at | 
the meeting of the Upland Wo- | 
man’s ciub held Tuesday after- 
noon in the club house. 

So numerous are the angles} 
from which one may approach the | 
story of the backwoods people in! 
the mountains of the borderland | 
between the north and the south} 
that Mr. Hall finds it easier to | 
explain the mountaineer through | 
the story of his own life. | 

A descendant of two of the 
oldest mountain families in Ten- 
nessee, Mr. Hall, who now is | 
his early 30's, ran away from an} 
irate father whert 17 years old 
and braved the perils and hard- 
ships of an unknown world—a 
world he had been taught was 
wholly evil—in his eager search | 
for “book larnin’.” 

In those intervening years, the 
boy who could neither read nor 
write has acquired a college edu- 
cation, a secondary teacher's cer- 
tificate, a wife, a son now in 


high school, and a wide reputa- 
tion as a professional lecturer 
and author. 


The mountain people, Mr. Hall 
explained, are from Scotch, Eng- 
lish and Irish peasant stock who 
left the old country principally 
because of their dislike of taxes 
levied against their home-made 
corn liquor. They came to this 
country in the early days and 
sought refuge in the then wild 
mountains in Tennessee, South 
Carolina, Kentucky, etc. 

There they have lived as did/ 
ftheir peasant and serf ancestors 
in the Elizabethan era-~and they 
still fight the corn liquor tax. 

Naturally of a religious mind, 
they have mixed their religion 
with the superstition of the ignor- 
ance. Being completely illiterate, 
they believe book larnin’, read- 
in’ and: writin’ are: paths to the 
evil life of the outside world. 

Counting all outsiders as ‘“fur- 
riners” and suspected ‘“revenuers”, 
they are prone to meet all strang- 
ers with their trusted shootin’ 
irons on their shoulders. ~-» 


Any aspiration to gain knowl- 
edge beyond that possessed by the 
fathers is quickly discouraged as 
being prompted by evil forces. 

The . mountaineers, Mr. Hall 
pointed out, are a sturdy, self- 
Yeliant people; they will accept 
no charity or assistance from 
any source and ask only to be 
left alone. They live in the very 
hardest, most primitive way; 
guided by a stern code of honor 
that would prohibit the stealing 
of so much as a bushel of corn 
from an open crib, but would not 
even be dented by the “accident- 
al” shooting of a suspected 
“revenuer’’, 

The lot of the women is hard, 
Mr. Hall said. They are com- 
pletely subjected to the master 
of the house. Girls are married 
at the age of 13 or 14 years. They 
raise large families, work con- 
tinuously, often in the fields, and 
are old at 25 or 30 years, 
'Running- away from home at 
the age of 17 years, Donoho Hall 
found sufficient odd jobs to sup- 
port himself for a time, living
